Ill  GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


liOSPlTAL  SERVICES  The  only  change  in  hospital  provision  has  been  the 
opening  of  the  maternity  unit  at  Treliske,  Truro,  providing  a  nearer 
service  than  the  hospital  in  Redruth.  Outpatient  services  are  still 
held  in  the  East  Cornwall  Hospital  in  Bodmin,  under  very  difficult 
conditions.  A  very  welcome  attempt  is  being  made  by  voluntary  agencies 
to  raise  money  to  provide  more  adequate  facilities,  St.  Lawrence f s 
Hospital,  Bodmin,  provides  admission  aid  out-patient  facilities  for  the 
mentally  ill  and  an  O.P.  clinic  has  now  been  established  in  Y/ade  bridge. 


The  Public  Health  Laboratory  under  Dr.  Barrow  in  Truro  has  continued 
to  serve  the  district.  His  services  are  very  much  appreciated. 

Local  Health  Authority  Services 


There  were  no  changes  in  County  Council  Services,  other  than  an 
extension  of  the  domiciliary  chiropody  service  for  the  elderly  and 
handicapped.  The  Wade bridge  Old  Peoples  helfare  Committee  considered 
their  assisted  chiropody  service  to  be  no  longer  required.  The  provision 
of  ambulances,  district  nurses,  midwives  and  health  visitors  was  adequate. 
The  Infant  ./elf are  Clinic  in  Wade bridge  continued  to  be  well  supported. 

The  demand  for  domestic  help  by  the  elderly  and  infirm  continues  to 
increase. 


A  full  range  of  protective  inoculations  (Diphtheria,  //hooping  Cough, 
Tetanus,  Poliomyelitis  and  Measles)  is  available  through  the  family 
doctors,  Infant  Welfare  Centre  or  School  Dealt  Service.  Protection 
against  tuberculosis  for  contacts  and  entrants  to  Secondary  schools  is 
'well  accepted. 
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A  cervical  cytology  clinic  for  the  early  detection  of  cervical  cancer 
is  neld  each  month  in  wade bridge >  where  other  routine  examinations  are  made 
for  a  number  of  other  diseases. 


Xqlp =nt ary  ago no i os  provide  a  Pro  School  Play  group,  Mothers'  Club  and 
Family  Planning  Clinic. 

School  Health  Services.  Routine  examinations  of  all  pupils  entering 
primary  and  secondary  schools  and  those  leaving  schools  were  corny loted. 
Feebly  visits  continued  to  be  paid  to  the  County  Secondary  Schools. 

Routine  immunisation  of  the  appropriate  age  groups  for  diphtheria  and 
tetanus  and  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  of  Scondary  School  entrants 
was  carried  out.  The  introduction  of  Measles  vaccination  during  the  year 
involved  the  immunisation cf  a  large  number  of  susceptible  children  between

IV  SANITART  CIRCUMSTANCES 


Fate  r  Suppli e s .  All  parishes  in  the  Rural  District,  with  the  o xc op  cion 
of  Lanhydrock,  are  supplied  with  mains  water  by  the  North  and  Mid  Cornwall 
Cater  Board.  During  normal  times  the  supply  is  taken  from  the  Board’s 
major  source  -  the  Be  Lank  River*  The  summer  demand  frequently  increases 
to  the  point  where  supplementary  supplies  from  the  local  sources  in 
Wadebridge  and  Pads tow  are  used. 

Sampling*  Bacteriological,  samples  at  v  rious  points  on  the  distribution 
mains  'were  taken  on  165  occasions.  Evidence  of  minor  pollution  was 
obtained  in  only  three  routine  samples.  Samples  submitted  at  Bears  Down 
reservoir  suggested  that  inadequate  circulation  of  water  within  the 
reservoir  was  not  talcing  place.  Modifications  to  inlet  and  outlet  pipes 
have  secured  improvement.  One  sample  of  raw  water  was  submitted  early 
in  the  year,  indicating  considerable  bacterial  contamination.  The  results 
of  chemical  samples  are  contained  in  the  appendix. 


Improved  supplies  were  obtained  at  Polzeath  on  the  completion  of  the 
6"  leading  main.  The  renewal  of  old  and  inadequate  mains  in  Tre be the rick 
have  improved  pressures  in  that  area.  Some  properties  in  New  Polzeath 
were  transferred  from  the  unstatisfactory  spring  supplies  at  Pent ire  Glaze, 
which  has  been  abandoned.  In  addition  to  the  work  of  extending  mains  for 
new  housing  estates,  a  considerable  length  of  main  was  renewed  in  order  to 
improve  pressures  and  eliminate  complaints  of  dirty  water  in  the  following 
localities  s  Trevone,  .'ade  bridge  (Queen’s  Park),  Trewetha,  Pads  tow  and 
T relights.  The  use  of  spring  supplies  at  Fade bridge  and  Pads tow  during 
the  summer  season  is  an  unfortuanto  necessity,  but  the  Board  will  soon 
begin  construction  ox  the  reservoir  at  Crowdy  which  will  increase  the 
yield  available  from  the  Lowe mo or  'source  and  allow  Be  Lank  water  to  be 
diverted  to  the  Fade  bridge  and  Pads  to;,  area.  Completion  of  this  work  is 
anticipated  in  1972.  The  Board  also  intends  to  construct  a  booster 
station  near  Dade bridge  which  will  enable  the  full  output  of  the  Bo  Lank 
works  to  be  used. 

Distribution  ox  Pined  'water  Supplies  by  Parishes 


Apoowdix  11 
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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal*  Some  further  progress  was  made  during  the 
year  in  providing  the  district  with  adequate  sewerage  systems.  Parishes 
already  supplied  are  Blisland,  Lanivet,  St.  Issey  and  Little  Petherick  and 
part  of  St.  Iierryn.  The  scheme  for  St.  Dinver  Lowlands  will  commence 
construction  early  in  1969*  Pro  ar  tory  'work  continues  on  schemes  for 
Port  Isaac,  St.  iJinvcr  Hig  lands  and  ’Jade bridge.  There  is  at  present 
some  conflict  of  opinion  with  the  Cornwall  Diver  Authority  regarding  the 
order  ox  priority  already  determined  by  the  Council,  The  Liver  Authority 
quite  naturally  are  anxious  to  reduce  the  pollution  of  the  River  Camel 
talcing  place  in  V/ade bridge ,  b,  the  discharge  of  crude  sewage  at  various 
points  along  its  course  through  the  town.  The  Council,  having  urgent 
sewerage  problems  in  other  areas  of  their  district,  feel  confident  that 
their  order  of  priorities  is  justifiable.  Since  both  Authorities  have 
the  same  objective,  it  is  hoped  that  a  compromise  may  be  reached  whereby 
gradual  improvement  of  the  more  ur  ;ent  sewerage  problems  may  proceed 
concurrent ly . 


Sewerage  systems  not  yet  in  the  course  of  preparation  are  required  in 
the  parishes  of  St.  Mabyn,  St.  fudy,  Treli  Jits,  Amble,  Dans t a lion  and  Rumford. 
Pads tow,  although  sewered,  discharges  crude  sewage  into  the  Camel  Esturary. 

The  present  view  on  the  solution  to  this  problem  appears  to  bo  through  a 
combined  works  for  v/adebridge  and  Pads  tow. 

Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse.  The  Council's  tip  at  T rewords r  continues 
to  be  used  without  complaint,  although  only  partial  control  is  possible. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  following  some  criticism  by  Audit  on  the  cost  of 
Refuse  Collection,  the  Council  decided  as  an  immediate  economy  to  reduce 
drastically  the  service  provided.  The  effects  of  this  decision  were  only 
felt  in  the  current  year  when  many  complaints  were  received.  l.Iore 
deliberate  consideration  may  have  improved  the  efficiency  of  the  service, 
and  saved  many  of  the  problems  which  have  arisen  from  a  restricted  service. 
Rodent  Control.  One  full-time  rodent  operator  is  employed  by  the  Council, 
to  inspect  and  treat  infestations  within  the  Area.  The  greater  proportion 
of  infestations  occur  in  business  and  agricultural  premises.

Abandoned  Cars  and  other  refuse.  Fourteen  abandoned  cars  were  removed  to 
the  refuse  dump  or  to  car-breaking  yards.  The  Council's  employees  and 
vehicle  were  used  when  the  owners  of  the  cars  could  not  bo  traced.  The 
public  are  being  advised  that  this  type  and  other  forms  of  bulk  refuse  may 
be  deposited  at  the  Council’s  refuse  dump  at  T rev/ order  without  charge.

The  number  of  Caravans  and  tents  arriving  in  the  District  during  the 
holiday  period  grows  visibly  each  year.  Tile  number  at  registered  sites 
does  not  show  a  proportionate  increase.  It  is  true  that  for  caravans  a 
period  exceeding  28  days  is  required  before  registration  of  a  site  is 
required,  and  for  tents  6  weeks .  There  are  many  sites  which  exceed 
this  period  each  summer.  All  authorised  sites  are  filled  and'.it  would 
appear  that  more  licenced  sites  are  urgently  needed.  The  Planning 
Authority  seems  to  be  reluctant  to  grant  permission  for  this  type  of 
development  in  spite  of  the  obvious  need,  'hi 1st  campers  and  caravanners 
continue  to  use  sites  with  inadequate  facilities.  There  are  anomalies  too, 
created  by  the  exemption  of  certain  organisations  from  the  requirements  of 
the  Act.  De  require  special  provisions  for  Site  A,  whilst  in  the  next 
field,  Site  3  -  occupied  by  anexempted  organisation  has  only  primitive 
facilities  for  sewage  disposal,  a  meagre  water  supply  and  few  refuse  bins. 
Situations  like  this  are  not  good  for  nublic  relations!

of  the  County  Council.  The  County  Health  Department  has  extended  its 
enquiries  into  the  presence  of  brucellosis  in  those  herds  producing 
Tuberculin  Tested  raw  milk.  The  herd  is  first  subjected  to  a  bulk  milk 
test.  If  negative , sampling  continues  at  regular  intervals.  Positive 
herds  are  subjected  to  samples  from  individual  cows,  and  if  isolated  the 
findings  are  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Steps  can  ttun  be 
taken  to  ensure  that  raw  milk  from  infected  animals  is  not  distributed  to 
tlu  public.  During  1968,  51  bulk  samples  were  submitted,  producing  four 
positive  results.  Of  these  two  were  confirmed  by  culture  and  the  infected 
cows  removed  from  the  herd.  As  a  result  of  routine  supervision  for 
Brucellosis  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  are  able  to 
establish  brucellosis  free  herds  which  beocme  registered  as  such.  This 
voluntary  but  slower  effort  is  preferred  to  the  more  expensive  method  of 
eradication  by  slaughter. 


Although  milk  has  been  subjected  to  regular  sampling  for  many  years, 
it  is  only  recently  that  some  interest  has  been  directed  to  cream.  There 
is  no  recognised  standard  for  the  bacterial  quality  of  cream,  but  it  is 
assumed  that  the  standard  applicable  to  milk  should  be  suitable.  However 
there  are  great  variations  in  the  types,  methods  of  production,  packaging, 
handling  and  distribution  of  cream,  'which  make  a  single  test  of  little 
value.  Since  cream  sampling  began  in  1967 >  53  samples  have  been  submitted.

'Grades  3  and  4  indidate  moderate  bacterial  contamination,  which 
usually  occurs  in  bulk  ice-cream  i  :sued  from  ineffectively  sterilised 
servers,  or  poor  storage  conditions.  Retailers  of  samples  in  grades 
3  and  4  were  encouraged  to  improve  their  methods  of  storage  or  serving. 


Samples  of  solutions  in  which  servers  are  placed  when  not  in  use  were 
also  submitted  for  bacterial  content.  Some  showed  high  bacterial 
counts.  Detergent  sterilisers  have  been  advised,  and  a  follow-up  of 
the  effects  or  otherwise  wrill  be  resumed  in  1969.
